, The gardens, the lakes and forests 
of this v a s t estate were m arvels of 
beauty. 
Next w as the Palace Chantilly, lo­ 
cated in the city Chantilly, w here 
Louis II and his wife had once liv­ 
ed. 
One wing of the building w as 
destroyed during the French revolu­ 
tion. 
The only 
red diamond 
ever 
known w as in this palace. 
It was 
stolen by one of the attendants.

fear cf being caught he hid it in a 
large red apple. 
L ater ii w as 1> mid 
by a girl trying to eat tile apple. 
Tho last to describe is the Palace 
of Versailles, in the city of Versail­ 
les, whose population numbers about 
05,000. 
Tliis building is UHM) feet in 
length and is constructed of w hPe 
steno. 
This famous city was started 
by Louis X III, who had erected at 
tlie place a, small building to be us-
